Diplomats Weigh 
Needs Of Asia To 
Fight Communism 


BANGKOK, Thailand (Siam )— 
(ZP)—American 
Far 
East diplo­ 
mats 
today reportedly 
weighed 
southeast Asia’s needs for U. S 
economic aid to combat the spread 
of Communism. 
None of the 20 diplomats at­ 
tending the conference here com­ 
mented directly. But some hinted 
President T rum an’s program 
for 
aid to under-developed areas and 
some form of Marshall Plan for 
aid were expected to be consid­ 
ered in the last two days of the 
meeting. 
Ambassador at large Philip C. 
Jessop, presiding, did not 
bring 
a state 
departm ent 
plan 
from 
Washington. He is soliciting 
in­ 
formation from the diplomats that 
may be used by Washington to 
weld a concrete program. 
While the diplomats worked in 
the torrid American Embassy, U. 
S. business men about Bangkok 
said they thought it too late to 
save Indo-China from Commun­ 
ism. They predicted the country 
would be Red within IO months 
to two years with Moscow-trained 
Ho Chi-minh, present 
head 
of 
the Vietnam Satate in the north, 
taking over. 
Ho has been fighting the French 
for more than three years. 
Britain and the United States 
have recognized the newly created 
Vietnam government of Bao Dai 
playboy puppet 
emperor 
under 
the Japanese. Bao Dai’s govern­ 
ment is pro-French.

LANSING— (/P)— Governor Wil­ 
liams today recommended that the 
legislature spend $27,928,500 for 
state buildings and enact a corpo­ 
ration profits tax to bridge an e x ­ 
pected $90,000,000 gap between 
expenditures and revenues in the 
1950-51 fiscal year.

building program brings to $321,- 
900.000 
the 
governor’s 
recom­ 
mendations 
f o r 
appropriations 
from the general fund. 
This is 
$43,800,000 m ore than the $278,- 
100.000 
appropriated 
from 
the 
fund for the cu rren t fiscal year by 
the legislature last spring. 
The governor will attempt to 
“sell” this budget to the legisla­ 
ture’s 
appropriating 
committees 
when they m eet with him today 
to open a series of meetings p re­ 
ceding the M arch 15 special legis­ 
lative session. 
Rate Not Decided 
Williams said lie would recom­ 
mend a rate for his proposed cor­ 
poration tax later. 
His proposal

was turned dow n by the legisla­ 
ture last year. 
Earlier the governor had rec­

Plan Truck Purchase 
At the present time it is neces­ 
sary to use and

w ork that could be done by one 
new machine. Karns said. 
The 
county owns IT trucks that range 
from 14 to 21 years of age and 
is losing money in their operation

Get Wised Up 


On Income Tax 


(Editor’s Note: This 
is 
the 
fourth of 12 stories 
explaining 
who must do 
w hat 
and 
how 
about 1949 income tax return.)

W ASHINGTON— (TP)—Be sure, 
in filing your 1949 income tax re ­ 
turn, that you’re getting all the 
deductions you’re entitled to. 
These deductions for 
personal 
expenses—like hospitals bills and 
charitable 
contributions — are 
substracted from your income be­ 
fore w hat’s left of it can be ta x ­ 
ed. 
You have no problem 
if your 
income was under $5,000 and your 
deductible 
expenses 
were 
less 
than IO per cent of your income. 
You’d make 
your 
return 
on 
form 1040-A or the 
1040 
short 
form. Every one using either of 
those forms automatically is al- 
— lowed—without 
claiming 
or 
itemizing—a deduction of 
about 
IO percent. 
Take Your Choice 
T hat deduction already is taken 
care of in the tax table used to 
tell the tax of anyone using eith­ 
er of those two forms. But— 
If your income was less than 
$5,000 but your 
deductions 
ac­ 
tually were more th an IO percent, 
yo u ’ll lose money by using form 
1040-A or the 1040 
short 
form. 
Use the 1040 long form. 
No one using form 1040-A 
or 
the 1040 short form gets, or can 
claim, any more than the approx­ 
imately IO per cent deduction ex ­ 
plained above. 
By using the 1040 long form— 
if your income was under $5,000 
but your deductions more than IO 
per cent 
of 
it—you 
can 
claim 
your deductible expenses in full. 
True, in such a case you'll have 
to itemize your deductions on the 
1040 long form to prove you had 
them, but you can claim them in 
full. 
If your income was $5,000 
or 
more, you can use only the 1040 
long form, where you can still 
choose between a “standard 
de­ 
duction” and claiming your ac­ 
tual deductions in full. 
A single taxpayer in this group 
is allowed a Stoddard deduction 
— that is, he doesn’t have to item­ 
ize or prove anything—of IO per 
cent of his income up to a limit 
of $1,000 in deductions. 
He just takes that IO per cent 
as rightfully due him, knocking 
IO per cent off his income before 
applying the tax to 
w hat’s 
left. 
Remember: those using the 1040 
long form must figure out their 
own tax. 
Limit For Couples 
He doesn’t have to itemize his 
deductions unless 
they’re 
more 
than IO 
percent. 
But 
then, 
by 
itemizing, he can claim them to 
the full extent allowed by law. 
Examples: Sm ith's income was 
$5,200. Ile takes, w ithout 
item ­ 
izing, a standard IO per cent de­ 
duction, or $520. B row n’s income 
was $10,000. He takes the full IO 
per cent deduction 
allowed 
by 
law, without itemizing, or $1,000. 
But w hat about 
Jones 
whose 
income was 
maybe 
$10,100 
or 
maybe even $30,000? He still can 
claim, without itemizing, only IO 
per cent up to a limit of $1,000, 
no m atter how much above $10,- 
000 his income was. So Jones’ to­ 
tal deduction, w ithout itemizing, 
even 
though 
his 
income 
was 
: 30,000, can 
be 
no 
more 
than 
$1,000. 
lf Jones* 
deductions 
actually 
ran to more than IO per cent of 
his income—and this is 
true 
of 
anyone with over— $5,000 income 
—he can claim them in full but 
then he’ll have to itemize them. 
It’s different with 
a 
married 
cou p le whose income was $5,000 
or more. If they file a joint re ­ 
turn on the 1040 long form, even 
though the wife had no income, j 
they get a standard deduction— | 
just like the unm arried m an—of 1 
IO per cent up to a limit of $1,000, ' 
without itemizing. 
But if ''tie of them files separ­ 
ately 
or 
both 
file 
separately 
there’s a limit of $500 in deduc­ 
tions on the return filed. Exam ­ 
ple:

•Spotty’ This Winter

OTEL ASSOCIATION Officials in Cali­ 
fornia say that visitor patronage there 
is down IO to 15 per cent this winter. The 
reasons are devalued European currencies, 
deferred trips in the U. S. pending repeal 
of the 15 per cent transportation tax, and 
heavy Holy Year travel to Europe. They 
m ight have added one more factor—many 
people haven’t the money to spend that 
they had a year ago. 
It is agreed that occupancy in downtown 
Los Angeles hotels has slipped 25 per cent. 
A uthorities on Florida travel say that pat­ 
ronage there is down at least that much on 
the east coast in many cases, 
and 
that 
night club volume is showing 
an 
even 
greater decline. 
Hybrid motor courts have sprung up on 
the Pacific coast in great profusion—a sort 
of cross between the elemental motor court 
and the luxury hotel. Personally conduct­ 
ed eight-dav stays at any of a score of 
Arizona resorts for less than $100 per per­ 
son, not including transportation from the 
east, are now available. 
Overbuilding of tourist accommodations 
at many points may have something to do 
w ith the admitted declines. 
Well 
posted 
builders say it may take several years for 
recently completed 
and 
still-under-w ay 
construction to fill up with America’s grow­ 
ing population and travel desires. There 
is evidence that purveyors of accommoda­ 
tions in many resorting communities have 
been a little over-optimistic, and that a 
breathing spell is in order. 
Upper Peninsulans in the south and west 
this w inter say there has been no appre­ 
ciable decline in housing prices, but that 
m eals and some other factors are getting 
back to a more reasonable basis. However, 
tourist travelers and trippers are hardly 
w arranted in expecting much low er rates 
for a long time. 
Constantly higher taxes 
and the cost of doing business indicate that 
few operators are rolling in profits under 
the present dispensation. 
Many travelers 
are shopping more carefully than at any 
tim e since the war. There are few bargains 
in travel nowadays.

We certainty m ust applaud the aims of 
these people. Plainly they are deeply con­ 
cerned tha tpeace be preserved, are they 
are willing to expend their own effort to 
that end. 
But almost without exception their pro­ 
posals suffer one major weakness: A strong­ 
er UN or a world government is not possi­ 
ble without the co-operation and support 
of the Soviet Union. For surely no sensible 
proponent of these plans believes the cause 
of peace would be well served by leaving 
Russia out of the key world organization. 
Yet any realistic appraisal immediately 
throws grave doubt on the chances of draw ­ 
ing Russia into an arrangement that would 
mean less national power and more world 
authority. Experts on the UN often put it 
this way: If we could get the kind of agree­ 
ment with Russia we need for such a plan, 
we could find the necessary accord to make 
the existing UN workable, 
In other words, there’s nothing so dras­ 
tically wrong with the present setup that 
couldnt be largely cured by understanding 
between Russia and the other great pow­ 
ers. No world council, no agency for peace 
can be successful unless there is basic co­ 
operation among all the powerful nations. 
No one sitting in on the UN’s founding at 
San Francisco would have pretended for a 
moment that the UN they were creating 
would work with the 
great 
powers 
at 
swords’ points. It may well be that the UN 
could be more strongly organized. But ob­ 
viously that change is a secondary step, 
not a primary one. 
The first order of business is to find a 
ground for better understanding among all 
the big nations. Only when that is achiev­ 
ed will Russia—and the others, too, for that 
matter—be willing to yield national sov­ 
ereignty to a higher world order. 
They can’t be compelled to do this; they 
must want to do it.

1950 Election Will 
Be Important One 
T 
HE Republican congressmen, C. E. Pot­ 
ter and A. W. Norblad, Jr., and the 
state senator, Colin D. Smith, who were 
principal speakers at the Lincoln Day din­ 
ner here Saturday night presented a com­ 
mon viewpoint that clearly demonstrates 
th e difference between Republican political 
principles and philosophies 
inherent 
in

In our national administration. 
The three speakers talked about individ­ 
ual rights and the importance of strong 
character in government, the preservation 
of American ideals of self-reliance and free 
enterprise. These are not simply Republi­ 
can principles. They are a part of the Am­ 
erican tradition, a fundamental reason why 
the United States is the strongest nation on 
earth and why theA merican people possess 
the highest standard of living in the world. 
Contrast that with the trend in which we 
are drifting under the leadership of the 
Trum an administration.

Face Struggle 
In Indo-China 


BY PETER EDSON 
WASHINGTON— (NEA)—One 
of 
the 
greatest ironies of the 
postwar 
struggle 
against world communism is that it should 
reach its present climax in a struggle for 
Indo-China. It is a country slightly larger 
than Texas, but with a dense population of 
25,000,000. 
Indo-China has been a French colony 
since 1880. Before that it was a part of the 
Chinese empire. French civilization, colon­ 
ization and religion have spread 
a 
thin 
veneer on the people. But they are of small 
and tough breeds, and of many fatalistic 
pagan creeds. They are traditional enemies 
of the Chinese, who subjugated them for 
centuries. One of the remote hopes for a 
somewhat bloody outcome of the present 
crisis is that if the Chinese Communists 
now' start furnishing arms to subdue Indo­ 
china, the people will turn in revolt. 
French Indo-China has been divided in­ 
to five states—Tonkin, 
Annam, 
Cochin- 
China, Cambodia and Laos. The last two 
are now recognized as independent king­ 
doms by France. The first three have been 
united into the Viet Nam Republic. France 
recognized it as independent in 1946, under 
the Communist leader Ho Chi Minh. Then 
two years later the French reversed this 
recognition and conferred it instead on Bao 
Dai, who in 1945 had abdicated as Emperor 
of Annam. 
FRANCE TRIES TO STEM TIDE 
The struggle between these two inde­ 
pendence movements of Viet Nam is the 
cause of all the trouble. The French col­ 
onial army in Indo-China controls the cities 
and ports. In the country are the guerrilla 
forces of Ho Chin Minh perhaps 100,000 
strong. So far, Ho’s forces have not waged 
war in Cambodia and Laos, though if he 
wins the struggle for Viet Nam, that may 
be expected. 
The cost of m aintaining order and sup­ 
porting Bao Dai takes perhaps half of the 
French 
military 
budget. 
France 
today 
would probably be operating on a balanc­ 
ed budget if it did not have to maintain this 
army in Viet Nam. Yet this very army is 
considered the bulw ark that keeps the Chi­ 
nese Communist armies to the north from 
extending their conquests down through 
southeast Asia to overrun Indo-China, in­ 
dependent Siam and possibly even British 
Malaya. 
With France continuing to give complete 
support to Bao Dai, the United States and 
Great Britain gave prompt recognition to 
his Viet Nam government. And with Com­ 
munist China and Russia supporting Ho 
Chi Minh, the battle for Asia shifts from its 
uncertain danger spots in Korea or For­ 
mosa to an immediate threat in Indo-China. 
But the grave question is whether any 
military solution of this crisis is possible. 
Making Indo-China another Spain, w here 
the forces of communism and 
anti-com ­ 
munism could meet, would not be final. 
In trying to find a happy solution for this 
problem, the odds have been against the 
French ever since the end of the war. The 
French had no arm y which could move in 
to reoccupy its form er colony. So the British 
moved in from the south and the Chinese 
from the north, until the French could take 
over under General Van Xuan. 
LACK OF LEADERS CREATES TROUBLE 
The 
French 
had to make an offer of 
greater autonomy. 
The first trouble was 
that they had trained no native leaders. 
Ho Chi Minh, who had been a Communist 
organizer for 40 years, was on the ground, 
and the only man the French could find to 
1 back. When they learned that they could 
not make an agreement with him, and when 
jhe double-crossed them, the French were in 
real trouble. 
The French had allowed Bao Dai to re ­ 
nounce his throne as Emperor of Annam, 
as parLof 
their 
attempted arrangement 
with Ho. Bao Dai later claimed that his ab­ 
dication was made under duress. There has 
been speculation that he received financial 
considerations from Ho Chi Minh as well as 
from France in agreeing to retire. 
Then when the French had to look around 
for a new leader to back in place of Ho, 
their only possibility was Bao Dai. Having 
made generous concessions to Indo-Chinese 
autonomy to Ho, the French had to make 
still greater concessions to Bao Dai, in or­ 
der to make his government more attrac­ 
tive to the Indo-Chinese people. And here 
they gave away nearly everything except 
the right and the duty to defend Bao Dai 
against the guerrillas of Ho Chi Minh. 
In 
supporting 
Bao Dai, however, the 
French are put in the unfortunate role of 
being the foreign imperialist, and Bao Dai 
is weakened somewhat by that support. Bao 
Dai himself is only 37 years old. He was 
educated in France and succeeded his fath­ 
er to the throne in 1932, as a boy of 19. He 
remained on the throne during the Japan­ 
ese occupation of Indo-China which was 
another reason for his abdication. He left 
the country in 1947, 
returning only last 
June, as emperor.

The Washington 
Merry-Go- Round

WASHINGTON—Of all the great m etro­ 
politan sucker joints dotting the U. S. A., 
none, perhaps, furnishes easier picking for 
the gabbling fraternity than Southern Cali­ 
fornia and the corresponding coast of the 
Eastern United States—Florida. 
And no 
place in Florida has become a more lush 
sporting ground for the underworld than 
the 
strip of 
castles-on-the-sand 
called 
Miami Beach. 
There Joe Adonis, partner of Frankie 
Costello, who in turn is a partner of Bill 
Helis, the good friend of President T ru­ 
m an’s m ilitary attache, General Vaughan, 
runs the roulette wheels of the famed Col­ 
onial Inn. There also a county sheriff has 
been known to get a campaign contribution 
of $20,000 to elect him to an office that pays 
only $7,500. And there also the swank hotels 
receive up to $125,000 annually merely for 
the lease of their bookmaking concession. 
And today in Miami Beach one of the 
most interesting political moves 
in 
the 
U. S. A. is taking place—a move by gam­ 
blers and others to remove a Miami Beach 
city councilman, Melvin Richard, who fav­ 
ors enforcement of the law regarding gam­ 
bling. 
Melvin Richard was elected to the city 
council with the help of the man who now 
is seeking to recall him, one H arry Pliss- 
ner. This is the most interesting phase of 
the picture. For the Miami Beach lesson in 
bizarre government would seem to indicate 
that the gambling kings 
looked 
ahead 
months in advance and planted their man 
alongside the future councilman who later 
would help run the city. 
GAMBLERS LOOK AHEAD 
At any rate, well before Melvin Richard 
began running for office, H arry Plissner 
made himself his political adviser and later 
his virtual campaign manager. 
“We spent so much time together that 
my wife once inquired whether I was m ar­ 
ried to her or to*him,” 
says Councilman 
Richard. And the only that they really row ­ 
ed about during the campaign was Richard’s 
anxiety to know where the campaign funds 
were coming from. 
Plissner, however, brushed him off. F ur­ 
thermore, Plissner did not disclose his own 
checkered career, and Councilman Richard 
did not know, among other things, 
that 
H arry 
Plissner’s 
record in Springfield, 
Mass., showed that on Sept. 21, 1935, 
he 
was twice fined $75 for promoting a lot­ 
tery, and that on June IO, 1936, the convic­ 
tions were sustained. 
He also did not know that after Spring­ 
field became uncomfortable Plissner mov­ 
ed to Baltimore, where he was indicted on 
Jon. 24, 1938 for operating a gambling de- 
jvice; with another indictment on Jan. 20, 
1942. In both cases he managed to escape a 
guilty verdict, though meanwhile he con­ 
ducted three pinball machine setups near 
Ft. Meade, Md., during the heyday of the 
w ar years. 
“OPEN CITY” FOR GAMBLERS 
All this, Counciuman Richard did nol 
know. But he did become suspicious when, 
immediately after election, Plissner wanted 
to appoint a friend as manager of the Bay­ 
shore golf course, where a bookmaking op­ 
eration had been conducted. 
After the campaign also Plissner changed 
his tune about law enforcement. 
“He told me,” says Councilman Richard, 
“that this strict enforcement policy, which 
I had espoused during my campaign, made 
excellent campaign material, but that if I 
would give it some thought, I would realize 
that it was ridiculous to carry out such a 
program. He told me that with the money 
and power behind the gambling interests, 
even if I were able to prevent them from 
operating, which he doubted, the best I 
could get out of it would be my removal 
fiom office by recall.

He told me that I need 
not become involved in any fashion, that I 
would never have to discuss the matter 
with anyone else, that I would not have to 
sign any papers, and that I would receive 
one-fifth of the net income through legiti­ 
mate channels. 
“He described these legitimate channels 
as fees for legal work, purchases or sales of 
real estate and other methods which could 
he devised. 
“He told me that the net income from the 
exclusive punchboard operation was esti­ 
mated at about $750,000 per year. He told 
me that the punchboards would be distri­ 
buted to all drugstores and other retail 
stores, in hotels and night clubs.

said 
that in consideration for my 
gaining the benefit of this income of ap­ 
proximately $200,000 a year, I would have 
to consent to the maintenance of a ‘liberal 
policy’ in the city of Miami Beach. lie told 
me that the S & G, syndicate, the 
most 
powerful gambling group in the city, would 
then open and commence operations as in 
years past. 
“He said that I would be permitted to 
level vicious attacks ut the S & G syndicate 
and upon the gambling gentry at council 
meetings,” continued Councilman Richard, 
“but that I was never to discuss the mat­ 
ter with the city manager or the chief of 
police privately.

Labor Board Says Soo 
Food Firm Is Guilty 
Of Unfair Practices

WASHINGTON -C IV - The N at­ 
ional Labor Relations Board has 
ruled 
Pacific 
Gamble-Robinson 
Co., wholesale grocery firm of 
Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., guilty of 
unfair labor practices in its deal­ 
ings with an AFL union. 
The NLRB decision and order 
said the company violated the La­ 
bor Relations Act in refusing to 
bargain after Aug. 30, 1948, with 
the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, 
W are­ 
housemen and Helpers of America, 
Local 328. 
The union called a strike against 
the company on Aug. 27, 1948. 
Thirteen employes—the entire un­ 
ion membership employed by the 
firm—participated. At issue was a 
demand for increased wages. 
The NLRB said the company “in 
order to break the strike” began 
hiring 
replacements on Aug. 30, 
1948, offering a higher wage than 
had been proposed to the union.

LONDON— (ZP)— The hydrogen 
bomb began today to look like 
an issue in the British political

Churchill, both of them outspoken 
critics of the Soviet Union, have 
yet mentioned the bomb. 
Both are speaking today. Bevin 
talks at Abbey Wood in south­ 
east. London and Churchill speaks 
at Edinburgh. Attlee is to speak 
at York and later at

and Sheffield. He is within two 
days of the en(! °f his 1.000 mile 
speaking tour. 
The hydrogen bomb drew a t­ 
tention from topi*liers yesterday 
for the first tim e since President

bomb by name, Anthony Eden.
